David, speaking to the View from Bridport in West 
Bay just days before his big move, said: “After we met 
I suppose we courted for a year or so, but then we split 
up and I actually married the girl next door. 

“Saying that, Hazel and I did live on neighbouring 
roads, so still very close. We don’t really know what 
happened when we were younger, we just drifted 
apart.” 

Describing how they first met, Hazel said: “We first

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DORCHESTER'S Wally Gundry came to the county as 
a war-time evacuee, returned briefly to his native 
London, and then returned to Dorset where he's 
been very much a part of the local community for 
more than half a century. 

Wally, or Walter, to be more correct, has been a 
town and district councillor, county town mayor and 
long-time supporter of the Dorset Youth Association. 
You might equally find him working with the dis¬ 
abled club or helping out as one of the founder 
Friends of Dorchester West Station. 

This time of year he has also been known to don a 
red suit and white beard and help Santa out - no¬ 
tably for the Weldmar Hopicecare Trust originally at 
the Galton and now at Poundbury Garden Centre. 


• WHAT are your first memories of Dorset? 

I first came to Dorset in 1939 as a five-and-a half year old 
with a broken arm. I'd been messing around on the running 
board of a car with a stick - the two somehow became en¬ 
tangled! 

I came to Sturminster Newton with my sister Winnie, who 
was seven, and went to live with Colonel and Mrs Norris. 
She was a retired hospital matron so I supposed I was sent 
there because of my broken arm. 

It had all been arranged through my sister's school al¬ 
though I wasn't really aware of what the arrangements 
were. After that I moved on to Marnhull where he lived 
with a lady who had originally come from London with sev¬ 
eral other children and from there to Bagber. 

Eventually my mother came down and we had a cottage 
in The Row at Sturminster Newton but my father remained 
in London working as a foreman in a hardware company. 

He was also keen on first aid and the family home had a 
real skeleton and the house had anatomical posters all 
around it. 

• DID you return to London? 

Yes, I think it was thought it was getting safer, but we were 
bombed out or blasted out several times. Tragically my 
mother was with us in an Anderson Shelter when the 
house took a direct hit and she was killed by the blast. 

I went back to Mr and Mrs Lane in Bagber but then re¬ 
turned to London again after about a year. I was one of the 
first to take the eleven-plus and won a place at Archbishop 
Tenison's Grammar School. We used to use the Oval, next 
door, when the school had cricket matches but in those 
days part of the grounds were still used as allotments. 

• AND you made it back to Dorset again. 

How did that come about? 

I didn't really like school that much and by then I had de¬ 
cided I hated London so I left school early and in 1949, 
aged 15, and joined a British Boys for British Farms project 
organised by the YMCA.Originally I went to Pill near Bristol 
where I was trained and kitted out, learning the basics and 



from there went on to live and work on family farms... orig¬ 
inally to Frome and other places including Fontmell Magna. 
Then with Lady Christian Martin at Came House in the 
1950s and also at Cheselbourne. 

• WAS there some surprise when you won your 
council seat for the council for the Labour Party? 

Not really, there were more Labour members in those days 
and besides that a lot of people knew me from either danc¬ 
ing, youth work, or as a postman. 

In 1991 I became town and district councillor for Labour 
- beating John Antell by just one vote... he could vote for 
me but because of the ward differences I couldn't vote for 
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him! In those days Labour had four or five councillors on 
the district and the way the council worked then one of us 
was on each committee so we had a voice. 

• AND since leaving both the town 
and district councils are you still busy? 

Yes. I've carried on my involvement with what was the 
Dorset Association of Youth Club, now the DYA, where I'm 
vice president. 

I've also volunteered for about 20 years for the Dorch¬ 
ester Association for the Disabled, picking up and taking 
people to their regular meetings and also on outings. 

I've been involved with Dorchester Area Community Part¬ 
nership since it started in about 2001 and was chairman for 
a while. 

I was also in at the start of the Friends of the West Rail Sta¬ 
tion and usually help out weekly. 

And I've been Father Christmas for the hospice about 10 
years, originally at Galton Garden Centre and now at 
Poundbury Garden Centre. There's nothing better than to 
see the faces of children. 

• ANY favourite books? 

I learned a lot, especially in later years, from Dickens. I read 
him as a boy but didn't really understand it as well then. 
When I read it later I realised what a powerful social com¬ 
mentary he was offering: How he highlighted what are 
often hidden problems. I'm often struck by how some of 
those problems are still here, especially with young people 
with finding work, and how some are still thrown out by 
their families. 

• WHO would you invite for a Christmas meal? 

Tony Benn, who I've met on several occasions but would 
like to have more time to talk to. 

• AND if it wasn't turkey what would be a treat? 

A decent rib-eye steak topped with fan tailed prawns.

got to know each other. After that 
he’d give me lifts to the club be¬ 
cause he lived almost in the same 
street. After that we went out for a 
while. 

“One day I just rang up David 
and said I don’t want to go out with 
you anymore but I actually can’t 
remember why, we were only 18- 
years-old then. I think we didn’t 
have a lot in common then but we 
do now.” 

“In the time we hadn’t seen each 
other I got married and emigrated 
to New Zealand, where I’ve lived 
since 1974. We moved there be¬ 
cause my husband had been be¬ 
fore, really liked it and wanted to 
go back. David had married some¬ 
one else from the Young Conserva¬ 
tives, someone I knew as well. 

“He found me online through 
Ancestry.co.uk, which is a site 
where you can find out about your 
family history.” 

It was after his wife passed away 
four years ago that David began 
searching for Hazel, curious about 
how her life had panned out. 

He said: “All this started in Au¬ 
gust 2012. I’d been looking for her, 


just to see how she’s been getting 
on in life, looking online, with 
electoral rolls, that sort of thing. In 
the years after I was a widower she 
popped into my head and I won¬ 
dered how she was getting on.” 

David believed he’d found her in 
Gloucester, but that turned out to 
be a false lead. 

He added: “Then suddenly I no¬ 
ticed her family tree on 
Ancestry.co.uk. I sent her an email 
along the lines of ‘after all these 
years, how are you?’, and she 
wrote back to tell me she was in 
New Zealand and her husband had 
just died.” 

Hazel is the first to admit she was 
shocked when David found her. 

She said: “I’d put my family tree 
on the website to see if I could find 
some second cousins or something, 
I never dreamed anyone else 
would get in touch with me. I think 
David was surprised I was living in 
New Zealand. We started emailing, 
eventually emailing every day.” 

The attraction between them was 
“obvious straight away” and when 
Hazel came to Britain for a holiday 
in July this year she was met at 
Heathrow Airport by David.

Hunt for new chief executive 


WEST Dorset District Council and Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council are inviting applications for the 
post of Chief Executive to lead their ground-breaking 
shared services partnership. 

Current chief executive David Clarke retires in April 
2014 and the partnership is seeking an “exceptional” 
individual to lead the councils through an extremely 
challenging programme of transformation and change. 

A council statement said: “Despite financial chal¬ 
lenges, the councils’ ambition for 2020 is to be an ex¬ 
panding organisation with a strong commercial focus 
which drives economic regeneration and delivers high 
standards for the local community. 


“This is a critical role which demands an exceptional 
candidate who will lead an organisation with a 600- 
strong workforce and budgets/assets worth hundreds 
of millions. 

“The role is for a single chief executive for the two 
councils, who will share the salary costs of up to 
£ 115,000 per annum. 

“This represents a cost of around £57,500 for each 
council, and gives excellent value for money when 
compared with similar local government chief execu¬ 
tive posts in the job market. 

“The partnership was recently recognised as leading 
edge by the Local Government Association.” 


Dorset fire service to join forces with Wiltshire 


DORSET Fire and Rescue Service 
could be joining forces with their 
Wiltshire counterparts in an at¬ 
tempt to make savings. 

Talks have been held between the 
two authorities with the aim of 
amalgamation by April 2016. 

Both are predominantly rural 
counties with the majority of fire 
cover already provided by on call 
firefighters and both already work 
together on a number of initiatives 
because of their shared border. 

Both have already faced cuts in 
grant from Central Government - 
which is expected to be halved by 
2019. 

A joint statement from Council¬ 
lor Rebecca Knox, chairman of 
Dorset Fire Authority, and Coun¬ 
cillor Graham Payne, chairman of 
Wiltshire & Swindon Fire Author¬ 
ity, said: “Both services have and 
continue to make substantial sav¬ 
ings, but the level of grant we re¬ 


ceive from Government will con¬ 
tinue to decline. 

“In order to minimise any impact 
on the level of response we provide 
to our communities, members of 
both fire authorities have agreed to 
explore closer working with a view 
to the combination in 2016. 

“We estimate that this will pro¬ 
vide significant savings, lessen the 
reductions to front line services 
thus assist us in maintaining emer¬ 
gency response standards and 
make us more resilient. 

“We will also be consulting on 
the decision to move to a Joint 
Command and Control Centre in 
Potterne, Wiltshire in 2015. 

“We appreciate that this will be 
an uncertain time for staff and we 
will be working closely with them 
and representative bodies over the 
coming months.” 

Darran Gunter, Chief Fire Officer 
of Dorset, and Simon Routh-Jones, 


Chief Fire Officer of Wiltshire, 
said: “Our priority is to protect the 
services we provide to the public. 

“As individual relatively small 
fire and rescue services we cannot 
sustain the continued reductions in 
Government grant and look to 
maintain as far as possible re¬ 
sponse standards without signifi¬ 
cant change to our organisations. 

“In order to protect frontline 
services to the best of our ability, 
we have concluded that the best so¬ 
lution is for the two organisations 
to combine. 

“Together, we can achieve so 
much more and combination will 
give us an opportunity to explore 
new ways of working. 

“As well as achieving significant 
savings, this will give us greater re¬ 
silience and allow us to continue 
providing an efficient and effective 
fire and rescue service to our local 
communities.”

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Documentary follows restoration 
of church bells in Whitchurch 
Canonicorum and Chideock 


THE bellringers of 
Whitchurch Canonicorum 
and Chideock have released 
a documentary about the 
restoration of the bells in the 
churches of St Candida & 
Holy Cross and St Giles. 

The 84-minute film, which 
was commissioned by 
Whitchurch Canonicorum 
Parochial Church Council 
(PCC), was made by Brid- 
port-based Watershed PR 
and funded by a Heritage 
Lottery Fund ‘All Our Sto¬ 
ries’ grant. 

It features archive footage 
filmed by villagers of the 
bells being removed from 
the towers and rehung along¬ 


side new footage filmed over 
the last year. 

Called ‘A Tale of Two Bell 
Towers’, the video tells the 
story of how both towers re¬ 
hung their bells and made 
additions, including a new 
Jubilee bell at Whitchurch. 

The video can be viewed 
online at www.ataleoftwo 
belltowers.org where there is 
also further information 
about the project and some 
other videos made during the 
course of the project. 

The team are now working 
on a final documentary in¬ 
corporating further footage 
to be filmed in the next two 
months. The final version 


will be shown in the two vil¬ 
lage halls and DVDs distrib¬ 
uted to local schools. 

The Whitchurch PCC 
oversees the activities of St 
Candida and Holy Cross 
church, known as the 
‘Cathedral of the Vale’. 

The church’s bellringers 
spearheaded the appeal for 
the bells’ refurbishment, 
which included the casting 
of the Jubilee bell. 

St Candida’s is the only 
church in England to have its 
saint’s shrine intact. A major 
pilgrimage centre in me¬ 
dieval times, it is the start of 
the Golden Cap Pilgrimage 
Trail.

New jobs for town as Motorwell 
car dealership signs deal with Fiat 


MORE jobs in Bridport and 
a boost to the town centre 
could be on the cards after 
a car dealership announced 
a new deal with Fiat. 

The Motorwell Bridport 
showroom, which is lo¬ 
cated on by the roundabout 
on East Road, will be sell¬ 
ing new cars by the Italian 
car manufacturers by Feb¬ 
ruary 2014. They will con¬ 
tinue to be main dealers for 
Mitsubishi. 

David Thompson, dealer 
principal in Bridport, said: 
“It’s taken the best part of 
12 months to get to where it 
is. 

“It’s been driven by Mo- 
torwell’s two directors, 
Adrian Haylett and Graham 
Elliott, who saw this oppor¬ 
tunity because we have a 
second showroom. It’s a 
unique opportunity really; 
very few sites have separate 
showrooms. 

“There have been some 
long, hard negotiations, it’s 
not a case of picking up the 
phone and just asking to be 
a Fiat dealer. 

“After all of the hard 
work that’s been put in I’m 
pleased to say that this deal 
means more job security for 
the people who work here, 
it gives something back to 
the town in terms of variety 
and choice, and it allows us 


to offer career opportunities 
as we go on.” 

There will definitely be 
two jobs made available in 
the New Year, said Mr 
Thompson, and if every¬ 
thing goes as expected 
there could be even more. 

The announcement caps a 
remarkable change in for¬ 
tunes for the Bridport deal¬ 
ership. 

The site was previously 
part of the family-run 
Southgate group, which 
went into administration in 
October 2011, leading to 15 
job losses in the town. 

Motorwell Limited, who 
already ran a successful 
dealership in Yeovil, 
stepped in by November, 
and the prime location spot 
was reopened in January 
2012 . 


Of the 11 staff now em¬ 
ployed by Motorwell Brid¬ 
port, all but two of them 
had previously worked 
there under the previous 
owners. 

Mr Thompson described 
the last few years as a 
“phoenix from the flames” 
situation that could benefit 
the whole town. 

He said: “We’re growing, 
we’re moving forward, and 
I would hope that it may 
lead to a greater influx of 
people into the town just 
because of the choice that 
we will be offering. 

“Anyone who comes here 
from outside the town 
could have a wander up and 
have a mooch around Brid¬ 
port, so I see this as a posi¬ 
tive thing.”

Councillors back Living Wage campaign 


A NUMBER of Dorset county 
councillors have united in sup¬ 
port of the national Living 
Wage campaign. 

Liberal Democrat, Conserva¬ 
tive and Labour members of 
the county council's staffing 
committee are backing the rec¬ 
ommendation that the coun¬ 
try's lowest earners should be 
paid a living wage of £7.65 an 
hour. 

The discussion was held fol¬ 
lowing a motion to the full 
council meeting earlier this 
month to consider whether the 
authority should become a Liv¬ 
ing Wage council, supporting 
the campaign calling for em¬ 
ployers to pay staff an hourly 
rate based on the basic cost of 
living in the UK. 

Members were told that to 
meet this increase around 
£420,000 would have to be 
found in Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil's 2014/2015 budget. 

Spencer Flower, leader of 
Dorset County Council, agreed 
to meet with Living Wage cam¬ 


paigners to discuss the issue in 
more detail. 

He said: "We have a great deal 
of sympathy for the Living 
Wage campaigners and agree 
that the current minimum 
wage does not reflect the cost 
of living. 

"While Dorset County Council 
is unable to implement the Liv¬ 
ing Wage on its own, we can 
show our support as part of our 
national negotiations and I'm 
happy to discuss the matter 
with campaigners in more de¬ 
tail. 

"Our view is that any increase 
should be linked specifically to 
the lowest paid and the Living 
Wage rather than there being 
an increase to all pay scales, 
which would have a significant 
and unaffordable impact on 
the council's payroll costs." 

Dorset County Council has a 
policy of implementing wage 
settlement negotiations agreed 
at a national level with the 
Local Government Association 
and trade unions. 


Members of the staffing com¬ 
mittee agreed that this would 
be the most appropriate chan¬ 
nel to discuss and agree an ap¬ 
propriate way forward for 
Living Wage. 

They will now be asking for 
the full council's backing at its 
next meeting in February.

IF you're dreaming of a better future and want those 
goals on your to-do list to become reality - wake up! 

So many of us wish that we had the courage to be true 
to ourselves and live a life which reflects our inner image 
but all too often we let another year slip by without ful¬ 
filling our resolutions. 

The start of a new year is a great time to face the fact 
that it's going to take more than vague hopes to make a 
difference in your life, and it will involve effort, hard work 
and focus. 

But it's perfectly possible to achieve your ambitions, ac¬ 
cording to Ian Lock, author of Being Extraordinary: How 
To Live Life On Purpose.

"The good news is that we can all choose to be extraor¬ 
dinary, whatever our circumstances. We can all create a 
life that we're truly proud to call our own," he says. 

"Face the pain, dissatisfaction and frustration that 
you're tolerating in your life now and become inspired 
by the dream of a more extraordinary future. 

"That may sound ambitious. It is. But unless you make 
that bold, aspirational statement, you can confidently 
predict that your energy, belief and commitment to 
make changes will run out after the first few weeks and 
you'll end up compromising on your future." 

He and other experts give their top tips to help make 
2014 your turning point. 

BEING EXTRAORDINARY 

• Firstly, identify the words you would like to describe 
'you' during this year - for instance, successful, re-in¬ 
vented, or perhaps fitter or more sociable. 

"Be challenging and write words that feel stretching 
and maybe even uncomfortable to you at present but 
which are how you would need to be to achieve your 
dream goals," says Ian Lock. 

"Think of yourself at your extraordinary best and con¬ 
sider what sort of life you might create for yourself and 
others." 

• Clarify what you really care about. 

"This underpins everything we do, say and feel," says 
Lock. "It's at the core of us and shapes our lives, often un¬ 
wittingly if we have never crystallised our thoughts on 
this before." 

Consider the beliefs, objects and people as well as the 
philosophies and moral values which honestly matter to 


you, he says. 

• Define which changes, and why, you wish to make to 
your life. Write a list and ensure they're the ones which 
will give a greater sense of purpose in your life. 

"Purpose is often linked with hope and ambition," says 
Lock. 

"Whatever you choose, try to notice whether it gives 
you either one of those. 

"A purpose doesn't have to be as grand as trying to save 
the world. What is must do is connect you with the life 
you want to live and the person you want to be. It has to 
feel right and give you a sense of excitement and energy." 

• Over the next month write a diary recording progress 
towards making those changes, even small steps, and 
make a note of the actions which haven't worked. When 
they do work, remind yourself that it was you that made 
them happen. 

"Just the thought that you could be extraordinary re¬ 
quires that you step outside of what is comfortable," says 
Lock. 

"Being extraordinary is just as much about the journey 
and how we make that journey as it is the result." 

Ask your family and friends to help you, where appro¬ 
priate, to make changes in your life. 

Be open to challenges and look forward to a different 
landscape to your life by the end of the year, he advises.

CHOOSE YOUR VIEW 

Bad things happen, from traffic jams and broken boil¬ 
ers to parking tickets, but it's how you deal with them 
which counts, advises Andy Cope, co-author with Andy 
Whittaker of The Art Of Being Brilliant. 

"The 90/10 principle is a general theme around which 
life is based," says Cope. 

"In summary, 10% of life is made up of what happens 
to you, which you have no control over, and 90% of life 
is decided by how you react to the 10%.
